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The organizations urge the government 
to proceed with the construction of large | 
numbers of low-rental homes. And they urge 
that cheap loans be made available to private | 
parties who wish to build homes for them- | 
selves. 


As the cost of building is abnormal, it is | 
evident that government-built houses cannot | 
be rented at low rates unless the govern- | 
ment absorbs part of the cost. This directly | 
implies the payment of subsidies, whether | 
this takes the direction of bonusing the 
builder or of “writing off” part of the | 
finished price of the house. One way or 
another, the investment will have to be | 
reduced to a point at which a low-rental | 
rate will meet the carrying charges and | 
installments on the principal. 

For the same reason it is doubtful if | 
cheap loans will of themselves encourage 
private parties to build their own homes. 
There will probably have to be also price- 
reducing subsidies in such cases, if people 
of small means are to ke able to house them- 
selves. 

There can surely be no further evidence 
that unaided private enterprise cannot solve 
the housing problem. Soaring construction 
costs have frightened the private investor 
out of the low-rental house-building field. 
He simply cannot put up a properly-built | 
house and rent it at a low rate without 
losing money; naturally he is not doing that. 
Neither can one build a home for his family 
without incurring « debt larger than a person 
with a moderate income daré assume; so not | 
many people are doing that. 

The case therefore seems clear that house- | 
building on any adequate scale cannot go on 
unless construction costs are cut down by | 
subsidies. And if the situation is to be met, | 


building will have to be speeded up to a! 
pace it has not yet approached. There is no 

considerable centre in the Dominion where 

congestion is not acute. In many of these it 

is growing more acute. The result is not 

only that rentals are out of range of people 

of ordimary incomes; living quarters are 

simply not obtainable, for there is a hopeless 

under-supply. 

Government activity in housing is not on 
the way out. Itisonthe wayin A begin- 
ning has been made in government-sponsored 
projects, and in reducing the rates on 
private-building loans. But piecemeal oper- 
ations will have to give way to something | 
better. Projects are needed which will bring 
thousands, instead of hundreds, of new 
houses into existence in a year. Loan- 
interest rates will have to be further reduced. 
And, on both classes of construction, subsid- 
ies will have to cut building costs if low- 
rental homes are to be available and if 
private individuals are to be encouraged to 
build houses for themselves

Figuring it Out 
Some matter-of-fact official at Ottawa |

| how much more it costs a baker to make | 


bread because he has to pay more for flour | 
than he did while the government was subsid- | 
izing the millers to keep down the price. 

The information is useful as indicating | 
how much an advance in the price of 
bread is justified by the stoppage of subsid- 
ies on flour. It costs the baker, the 
calculator says, 114 cents more for the 
flour that goes into a one-pound loaf, and | 
2 1-5 cents more for the flour he puts into 


Wherefore “If a baker raises his bread 
three cents for a 24-ounce loaf, he makes 
allowance not only for increased flour costs 
but also for higher costs of labor and for | 
other materials used in bread-making.” 

The implication is that a three-cent 
advance for a 24-ounceloaf is not out of line 
with increased producing cost. A two-cent 


| advance would likewise appear to be justified 
for a one-pound loaf. Only, it is to be sup- | 
| posed, where increases go beyond these 


limits is a baker making himself liable to 
regulatory action by the Prices Board.

Why Prices Ri

It is a mathematical and not a/| everyone If the year 1939 be 
theoretical fact that the real wages reckoned at 100, the present wage 


of working people cannot increase 
unless their productivity increases 
That is to say, if money wages are 
increased without any increase in 
production, the extra money can- 
not buy more goods because the 
goods are not there to buy. In 
this case prices will rise, cancel- 
ling out for the worker any enlar- 


gement of his pay envelope. On 
the other hand, if the worker pro- 
duces more goods per day his 


wages can rise without correspon- 
ing increases in prices. He can 
buy more goods because the goods 
are there to buy 

The question arising out of those 
facts in the current situation in 
America is whether actual produc- 
tion by the workers in genera! has 
increased as rapidly as those 
workers’ money wages. CObviously 
it has not or otherwise there would 
not be such an upward pressure on 
prices as we are now witnessing 
The amount of available goods, in 
short, has not kept pace with the 
money wages the purchasing 
power of the people 


BUT IF THIS FACT is obvious 
enough in general we lack detailed 
figures to illustrate it. The money 
wages being paid at any particular 
time can be calculated rapidly by 
the returns of employers But 
productivity by the workers and 
the machines is a very complex 
process to measure and varies 
widely from industry to industry 
and from month to month 

However, the Cleveland Trust 
Company has just completed « 
study of productivity in relation to 
wages in the United States and has 
issued an interesting chart to ex- 
plain its conclusions. The chart 
shows, in brief, that the wage cost 
per unit of production—the amount 
f money spent in wages to produce 
articles for the consumer—bhbas been 
rising rapidly since the beginning 
of the war. This is only another 
way of saying that the money in- 
come of the workers has been in- 


cost per unit of production stands 
at about 175. It is up 75 per cent 
since the beginning of the war. 


? = * 
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NOW, IF PRODUCTION per 
man-hour had increased propor- 
tionately the worker obviously 
would be much better off than he 
was in 1939. Actually he is better 


off in the manufacturing indus- 
tries of America, and in agricul- 
ture, despite the increased cost 


of living, though very large classes 
of people, particularly in the mid- 
dle income groups and among the 
white collar workers, are much 
worse off because their money 
wages have not risen much while 
their living costs are up. But if the 
productivity of industry had kept 
pace with the rising money wages 
the community at large would be 


far better off than it is now 
Unfortunately this has not oc- 
curred The chart in question 
shows that production per man- 
hour increased by some ten per 
cent from 1939 to 1940, levelled 
off in 1941, declined through 1942 
and 1943, rose slightly in 1944 tc
